“TAXATION DIFFICULTIES- 


With the recent increase in the Excess Projits Tax and the 
"proposal to substitute tha: impos: Tater on by a tax on Limited 
Companies, we are wondering whe: is likely te happen to the idea 
" of taking profits made during the war andor of raising a levy on 
capital. Ata time like the present, when the country’s financial 
position badly needs bolstering up, loth the one propusal and the 
other appear attractive and in some respects quite reasonable. But 
the question to be decided {and we have newer vet seen it adequate- 
ly dealt with) is whether schemes -such as these aze workable and 
whether they czo be pat into operation without doing more injustice 
than good. Some sears ago, when Mr. Liosd George was decidedly 
more of a Radical than he is t>-day,moch was made of the injustice 
of individuals profiting through the efforts of the community. - It 
wag said to be an ooiair thing that 2 man who bought’a plos of 
arable or grazing laad nowbere in particular should suddenly find 
himself wealthy because be had done ‘noching and other people 
. flocked to the neighbourhood in which his property was situated, 
so making it into valuable sites for honses and factories. Some- 
times the process of enhancementof value took centuries. But the 
principle waa tha same. Mr. Lioyd George saw what he conceived 
to be a-hardship ‘on the community that one’ man should 
beneSs, from the activities of others, and he attacked the 
uneamed incremen: problem by the taxation of land values. 
But even that legislation has no: been a success. It was 
soon.,made clear thatthe machinery for assessment and 
gathering in was so huge that the game is no! worth thecandle. May 
not that happen when it comes to taxing war profits? 
‘To acertain extent, one class of war prodteer ig like the land- 
owner referred to above. Many people have made huge-sums ont 
of war conditions merely by sttting on stocks of badly-wanted 
_-atticles, knowing that there we. 


KO Ups. But, thou ese 

are many other classes, and justice would-demand that each class 
should have separate consideration, bly even a different rate 
oflevy. On this point,a Home shipping. paper takes the case of 
the shipowner—one of the classes of people whe are most often 
pilloried in canversation. The work of the shipowner throughout 
‘the war was of vital importance to the country, says this joumal. 
Hs importance is not less since peace has been attained... The ship- 
owner has made his gains in 2 far different way from that by which 
- either of the other classes we have named have won their wealth. 
Throughout the war he had difficalties which might well have 
been considered insuperable. Courage, resource, and, above all. 
knowledge of commercial conditiods, and especially of the business 
of shipowning, were essential to carry him through. England fs not 
going to shut down hercommerce'now that the war is apparently 
won. She must begin » harder commercial struggle under new 
and, toa large extent, unknown conditions. The men who proved 
themselves so capable in war time are the men she wants now. {9 
she going to deprive these men of the means to maintain and 
ampl'fy the business which is essential’ not ooly' to 
her ovn greatness, but to her very existence? Ix she going 
to penalise them for being capable and courageous? So. could 
the point be taken further and applied to many cther classes likely 
to b3 affected. It would be’obviously unjust to tax all persoos at the 
sxme rate, because the business means by which wealth has been 
acquired all differ. . ~
